CUBA’S NAME AND HIS> 
TORY. 

Cubs is the first and filth name of 
the largest of the West India Islands. 
When discovered by Columbus Octo- 
ber28,l492,tbe natives called it Cuba, 
alter which the iovadors called it 
Juana, FemandiDa, Santiago and 
Ave Marta. Then again going back 
to its first name, Cuba. Said by some 
writer! to be the name ol a small fruit 
touod upon the island. Cuba winds 
its way through the sea about eight 
humli^ miles and is eighty miles 
wide. Its coasts are low and scolloped 
with a dozen or more harbors ot more 
or less importance. The surface of 
the island raises from its tnarshv coasts 
interior to an altitude of oue mile 
above the level of the sea. 

About three hundred years ago the 
famous fortress “Moro'’ was erected 
as a delense to Havana. Living un« 
der the rule of a Despotic Governor, 
geueral they are not a progressive 
people, but have about 400 miles of 
railroad, acd make eitensive sugar, 
coAlms and tobacco plantations. 

Goaded by a Spanish yoke the sto- 
ry ol Cuban cruelties were never half 
told. Their history written by their 
mastera will never t ouch the truth of 
their strugglea and tbeir sulieriugs. 
Their existence is only oue of life pen- 
uary and want. For ages they have 
sullenly licked the baud that struck 
them down — living in a commer- 
cial bondage year alter year the toils 
ol oppression have welded stronger 
the chain that binds them into ex- 
tremest desperation, a resort to arms 
was the only hope of asserting tbeir 
rights. All ot a sudden little bands 
of soldiers organized and armed tbem- 
aelves throughout the island, and 
lonely campiirealit the provinces from 
east to west and from the Sierras to 
the sea, and many a conflict has 
marked the map of Cuba throughout 
her borders. In their present strug- 
gle the Cubans have the sympathy of 
the out side world in the sense only 
of “the under dog." 

Failing to receive recognition from 
any neighboring nation the Cubans 
have never looked to us or other 
powers for help, but have pushed 
their way from one province to an- 
other for hundreds of miles, driving 
the Spanish army from every strong- 
hold, leaving in their stead empty 
villages and barren fields, capturing 
many pYisoners and all the horses and 
cattle , recruiting, supplying the Cu- 
ban forces until they have marched 
within ra dozen miles of Havana. 

In the mean time the Spaniards 
bave s’trengbened their loitifications 
in (lefence of the capital and are ta- 
''a’lng shelter under fortress Moro and 
other bulwarks, mounted by a hun- 
dred guns At this writing the near 
appoach ofthe coni)ueringCubans ex- 
cites the greatest alarm at Havana, 
every person who is able is forced into 
service. In a short time Havana must 
fall under the flag of Gomez or Com-

SLAUGHTER OF SEALS. 

Prof, Stejensgsr Reports on Thsir 
^ Deplallon. 

Prof. Leonard Stejeueger of the 
Smithsonian institution, who is held 
to be an authority upon the seal and 
seal fishing, has returned from 
Hehring island. The professor went 
to the north In the beginning of the 
hcoson on a specfnl mission for the 
fish commission and remained on the 
Copper and Behring islands and at 
the jiori of entry for the4sland, Pet- 
ropaulovskl, throughout the season 
ill which the seals were killed. 

"I was at the Island the last time 
twelve years ago, and I would hardly 
I'oalixe that the places were the 
same," said Prof. Stejeneger. "The 
war upon the seals has bod a dread- 
ful effect. The herds are notably 
depleted. The men Interested in the 
industry are alarmed, for they see la 
this a dark future. I will make a 
report to the fish coramisalon at 
once, and In It I will show what a 
change has come in the sealing In- 
dustry In ten years. It is really an 
alarming situation when it is con- 
sidered that this valuable fur-bear- 
ing animal is being so rapidly killed 
off by the seal huntera who follow 
the herd wherever it goes in the 
southern waters. It is to be hoped 
that an International agreement will 
be reached which will make it pos- 
sible to guard the seal not on'ly on 
the Islands, but In the sea." 

The steamer Kotik, Capt. Llnd- 
faiat, on which Prof. Stejeneger 
came, brought the entire number of 
seal skins, about 18,000, secured on 
the Russian Islands, and they will 
be ahipped from here to London.

TRICKS OF THE TRADE. 

They Are In the High Diving Business 
at In Other Things. 

"What bothers mpst people who 
think anything about the subject, " 
said Kearney P. Speedy, a high 
diver, who began bis public career 
, by jumping head first from the St. 

, Louis bridge four or five years ago, 
i to a New York Herald man, "is bow 
I dive of fifty or sixty feet can be 
; made into a tank of thirty-six inches 
of water. 

"You see, they confuse diving 
' with bridge-jumping — quite a differ- 
ent thing. Bridge- jumpers are nei- 
ther jumpers nor divers — they’re 
droppers; that is, they reach the 
lower rods of the bridge truss and 
drop feet foremost into the water. 
The trick is to maintain the perpen- 
dicular. They must have plenty of 
water under them, too. The high 
diver, as you have seen, makes a 
clear dive, head first, just as a boy 
does from a springboard in swim- 
ming. 

"I do it in very shallow water. I 
weigh, stripped, one hundred and 
eighty pounds and never do any 
training. I have been diving from 
the top ot a circus tent all summer 
into a tank but seven feet wide and 
into water but three feet deep. 

"The shallow water dive is possi- 
ble from the same principle that a 
cannon or rifle shot meets the most 
resistance the more powerful the im- 
pact. You s«e, I give my body and 
head a slight inclination upward at 
the instant I strike the water, which 
causes me to pop up as a board 
would do or an oar on the feather. 

I learned this trick in the St. Louis 
iiatatorium when a boy, practising 
it In shallower water and from a 
greater height. Then there is a 
certaiu elasticity in the water 
known to the higli diver, but the 
trick Is In the strike and turn, for 
water will break bones and crush 
chests, as many u man knows."

Kentucky Moonshiner'* Story of *r. 

Encounter in the Highway. 

Alvin Partia, a Boll county moon- 
shiner, has a bad scar on his left side 
near the hip. He tells a remarkable 
story of how he came by it, and his 
friends, including Attorney John B. 
O’Neal, of Covington, corroborate 
what he says, says thn Courier-

“I got thet scar las' wiDter,”he 
said. “1 got anuther one on my 
head thet I got at the same time,” 
he continued, showing a large fur- 
row that reached from his forehead 
almost to tlio crown of his cranium. 
"Me an’ three other fellers had a 
fight one day on the road. They was 
drunk an' bad feller*. I met them, 
an’ oae of them says to me: ‘I'm 
goln' to shoot you.'

By the time 
I had hit at it again it was goln’ off, 
though I knocked it a little to one 
side. 

’*I had on a belt filled with 17 No. 
44 ■Winchester ca’tridges. The whole 
load of buckshot went among them 
ca'tridges, 'spindin' ‘Icven of them. 
Two weeks utter that the doctor 
picked somcof the brass shells outen 
my side. A piece of myhip wasshot 
off. When I was first shot I did not 
think I was hit hard. I shot ray 
pistol at the feller an' he grabbed the 
muzzle of it. The ball went up his 
sleeve nnd through hi* arm. Tlie 
other fellers then came on for me an' 
I poked the pistol in oo4 of their 
mouths. Jes' as I pulled the trigger 
the other feller knocked my pistol to 
one side an' tlie bullet cut a furror 
in the side of his head.

In surgery, there cun be no 
question as to its value, as by its use 
it will be possible to pursue iiivestl- 
gutious in tlie cavities of the human 
body which at present cun only be 
imperfectly carried on owing to the 
heat developed by the incandescent 
light. — Boston Transcript.
